IMAGINATION VERSUS FANCY. 
TEMPLE I EACHINGS. OPEN SERIEs. No. CALVII. 


From the viewpoint of a true Initiate. the most pitiable object, 
the <addest travestv of a human being, 1s the man without a God. 
v the term Ta God” I mean the highest 1deal of God 1t 1s possthle 
or man to image and fix in his mentality. The characterless 1deal 
conceived by man at one period of hte may differ greatly irom an 
ideal conceived at another period; but however feeble by com- 
parison his first 1deal of God may be to that conceived at some later 
period, it 1s in. fact one feature or .aspect of God, and therefor 1s 
as truly God as 1s the later formed 1deal. The difference he- 
tween the two lies in an tncrease of wisdom and in the character of 
the attributes he 1s able to image in the later period, of that which 
must ever he an increasingly great deal, when all 1s told. 

No tongue can tell the sad effects of the misuse and misinter- 
pretation of the word imagination,” and accordingly of the m1s- 
understanding of the nature and purpose of the attribute to which 
's apphed. Jmagination and fancy have been $0 generally and 
inextricably confused m general conversation 1t 1s.seldom one takes 
the trouble to segregate the quality or attribute to which the word 
Nas been. apphed and endeavor to learn exactly what 1interpreta- 
ton was intended by the speaker or writer, vet the difterence 1s all 
Dut insurmountable, tor mmagination 1s .an - attribute of the Divine 
Soul, and tancy 1s a quality of the lower. mentality. To wnagme 
an object or an attribute 1s to create the form of that object on an 
inner plane, and that object or attribute must as surely hecome 
obJectivized to the human senses in due time as day will follow 


night. 10 paraphrase Paul's interpretation of the word, Faith, we 
1ght say, imagination 1s the $substance of things hoped for. 


[Imagination 1s $0 <wift in action it would appear: that there was 
hardly time to picture all the details of a perfect form in the instan- 
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taneous tlash by which the mind <eize< a replica of the obiect 
taneous fiash by which the mind <eizes—-2a rephca ot the dbiect 
magined. . ven sunhght pertorms the phenomenon in photography. 

(Mnlyv God can create an mace (od. nv God can ee God, and 
the nnage making power of man could not create an imaginary 
form oft God 1t that God had exerci=xed no. rower in the creation. 
Tust s0 far as one center of the <creen of man's mentality is evolved 
to the point where 1t can receive an( record an imaze of God. 1s 
there a true picture or true 1deal of (God in that man's mentality. 
\V hat a desecration then must it he when man per=i=tentlv._ applies 
the -term inagination to the fleeting evane<cent tnctnations of the 


lower-mind, and what a deprivation for the man who has been tanght 


that all his imaging of Godlike qualities and the forms which 
convey his 1deals of super-human greatnes= are but fancies with- 
out any permanent value. As he has had no other way of creating 
Ms 1deal of God than by means of imagination, <<nch a man  with- 
out a. God. TI he only center of the soul bv which he can cogmze 
God 1s allowed to atrophy or to deteriorate <0 badiv as to» be no 


longer. capable of responding to .the divine 1impulse which in the 
carly years of his hfe was subject to his will. The killing ont of 
the imagination in a child by ridicule or pumshment 1s a crime 
against nature. You may sav. how image the Absolute which 1s 
without form if I am incapable of accepting any lesser idea of 
God. In replv I say I am not referring to the Absolute in mntro- 
ducing the word *God.” To avoid all unnecessarv differentiation 
of <ubstance and form, strive to realize that with the first reflection 
or manifestation of the Ahbsolute, as the principles of \tma-Buddhi- 
Manas; creation by kryashakti—Divine \Vilt, began. In «mple 
terms, the Absolute created or retlected an image of God—a 
zvnthesis of the afore-mentioned. principles, and all creations which 
followed, as the ages came and passed. were hut differentiations 
and combinations of those first three principles. The principle of 
form, commonly termed geometery, was one of those differentia- 
tions; but form is relative, consequently the God-head 15 not con- 
fined to any one form but is present in all forms. The all mclusive 
form of a sphere generally enters the mind. in endeavoring to 
imave that God-head, The imagination can hardly go astray mn 
picturing any high ideal, for as before intimated, the character of 
the ideal depends upon. the development of that center of the 
human brain through which the PDOWEer of image making 15 
preeminently active.

| would not have von think I am mssting on any one form 
as a pattern to build an imaginary God upon, but I am mms1stent 
upon the necessitvy for keeping alive that center of the hrain 
through which imagination works, and you cannot do this 1t you 
refuse or neglect to _ unnave. xome 1deal of the God-head therewith 
any more than vou could mould an mage of clay without the clay, 
for the attribute of imagination 1s purely an attribute of the God- 
head. without which no posstble form could come into manifesta- 
ton 1 matter. 

\ deep underliving truth was unconsctously uttered hy a 
materialixt who <atirically gave to man- the privilege of making Is 
own God; for if vou have a high ideal to which you have applied the 
name of God you have indeed created a form by imagination, which 
is vour God <0 far as vou love or worship the attributes with which 
vou have ndowed that ideal form, for 1t 1s the. character and nature 
Of thoxe attributes which have called forth vour love and devotion, 
and those attributes belons to the God-headd.

world. ” There comes a period in the conrse of his stuces when he 
must $eparate himself from the masses of humamity and pass $0me 
vears in strict seclusion. In the case-of a male who has been under 
the conscious direction of a Master in a former incarnation, that 
period will comprise the vears between his twelfth and twenty-tourth 
birthdavs, or until the age of puberty has been passed. No human 
being of this ave of the world can gain \deptship in one 1ncar- 
nation, consequently, if he reaches full \deptship 1t 1s evident he 
has passed many minor stages in previous lives.

INT. From the moment of his decision he comes under the 
<trict rule of chelaship, whatever his age may he, and he does not 
enter the world of men and aftairs thencetorth until he has reached 

certain dehmte degree. 

No great Adept will announce hiumselt as uch, or permit of 
=ich announcement by those who have come under his personal 
direction. Recognition of his status can only come through the 
awakened <piritual perception of those to whom he presents hium- 
elf. The fact that he had heen $0 recognized by the latter would 
aSSure_respect tor his mcogmto. [is conmg mto the vpen must 
inevitably bring. much negative force upon him from the. interior 
planes by the entities opposed to the evolution of man, therefor 
he seeks <uch seclusion as will enable him to <uccessfully combat 
the antagonistic forces, and avoid all crowds, all argument, all 
notoriety.

lisciples may not recognize him for what he 1s until s0me necessity 
arises 1n_ which case he may do what a great Master did, 1. e., 
take his disciples to the top of a mount and permit them to he- 
hold a- transfiguration, in other words awaken their inner v1s10n 
that they may behold his real self—the nirmanakaya form. 

In reply to a question concerning the prophecy of the commg 
Avatar and the time of His appearance the Master said, *I can do 
no better than to repeat the words of the same great Master. AS 
lightning cometh out of the East and $hineth even unto the West, 
< Shall be the coming of the Son of Man: but of that day and 
hour knoweth no man. No, not even the angels, but my Father 
only. 
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The same 1s true in a lesser degree of the advent of every 
Adept into the field of man's outer vision, for only the Father—the 
Higher Self of an Adept—knows how, when and where he shall 
enter the arena of the world's affairs. Many highly- evolved teach- 
ers ot humanity have come, and will come in the future, among the 
masses. of humanity, but they are not the Adepts. Occasionally 
there 1s one who 1s a recognized lisciple of a Master, and he 
does a great work 1n preparing people tor a higher step in evolu- 
tion hut he 1s not yet able to conscitouslv pass the line of
